Taxpayers footing 

most of the bill for 
city attractions 


Heavily subsidized. 

Funding of public 
facilities costly but 
necessary: City officials 


Taxpayers are paying more 
than visitors to city attractions, 
according to new numbers re¬ 
leased during the budget pro¬ 
cess. 

Each visitor to the Muttart 
Conservatoiy cost the city 
$17.56 in 2012, while that same 
visitor is paying a maximum of 
$12 in admission. The Edmon¬ 
ton Valley Zoo and the John Jan- 
zen Nature Centre share oper¬ 
ating costs and the subsidy for 
those two facilities is $10.30 per 
visitor. The highest admission 
price for the zoo is $9.50. 


Local recreation centres cost 
the city $3.17 per visitor, arenas 
cost the city $2.07 per person 
and the city’s golf course return 
a profit to the city of $2.96. 

Rob Smyth, the city’s branch 
manager of community and 
recreation facilities, said both 
facilities are constantly looking 
for ways to improve their oper¬ 
ations and attract more visitors, 
but they are important local in¬ 
stitutions. 

“That’s why governments 
are involved in these business¬ 
es, quite frankly. If we didn’t 
have the public sector involved 
in these kinds of things we 
wouldn’t have them,” he said.

Smyth said while the num¬ 
bers for 2013 aren’t in yet, that 
subsidy could be lower in 2012. 
He said the Muttart had one of 
its best years ever in 2013. 

“We’re thinking we’re go¬ 
ing to have 20 per cent growth 
from 2012 to 2013,” he said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen, who 
asked about subsidy rates dur¬ 
ing the budget process, said he 
wasn’t trying to insinuate that 
the facilities aren’t important 
for the city. 

“The city subsidizes a lot of 
these things, they are import¬ 
ant for vibrancy, quality of life,” 
he said. 

McKeen said the Muttart is a 
real gem for a city like Edmon¬ 
ton with such a cold climate. 

“The Muttart is the most 
fabulous facility to have in a 
winter city. We who must en¬ 
dure these months never get to 
smell anything that’s growing,” 
he said. “That alone is worth 
the price of subsidy.”

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Lawsuit 


Union sues 
province over 
wage law 

Alberta’s largest public 
sector union has filed a 
lawsuit against Premier 
Alison Redford’s govern¬ 
ment over a new law that 
imposes a contract on 
union members. 

The Alberta Union of 
Provincial Employees 
claims that the law vio¬ 
lates the charter rights of 
workers to act collect¬ 
ively and also breaches 
their rights to liberty and 
security. 

“The deprivations of 
liberty and security of 
the person caused by Bill 
46 are not in accordance 
with the principles of 
fundamental justice,” 
reads the statement of 
claim filed in Court of 
Queen’s Bench Thursday. 

The allegations in the 
statement of claim have 
not been proven in court. 

The lawsuit does 
not sue for a specific 
dollar amount, but asks 
a judge to reinstate the 
union’s right to binding 
arbitration and to make 
the province reimburse 
workers for wages the 
union believes they 
would lose under the 
imposed deal. 

The imposed four-year 
contract kicks in at the 
end of January unless the 
province and the union 
reach an agreement. 

It would freeze wages 
in the first two years 
and give one per cent 
increases in each of the 
following two years. 

Redford has said 
the law is necessary to 
ensure that public sector 
wages stay in line with 
wage restraints faced by 
teachers and physicians.

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Tough luck Rental space hard to come by in Edmonton 


The rental market is getting 
smaller in Edmonton, with 
fewer rental options cur¬ 
rently available compared 
to last year, according to a 
recent Canadian Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation 
(CMHC) report released 
Thursday. 

Edmonton had the 
second lowest rental va¬ 
cancy rates in the country 
this past October, with an 


overall 1.4 per cent vacancy 
rate, down from last year’s 
1.7 per cent vacancy fig¬ 
ures. Calgary leads with a 
one per cent vacancy rating. 

Housing officials said a 
growing employment rate 
and migration to Alberta’s 
capital city all account for 
the shrinking rental mar¬ 
ket. 

“When these people 
are moving into Edmon¬ 


ton, they’re bringing with 
them a demand for housing 
which is why we’re seeing 
higher demand on the rent¬ 
al market,” said Christina 
Butchart, senior market 
analyst for CMHC. 

Despite Edmonton’s 
changing rental market, 
University of Alberta stu¬ 
dent housing officials said 
there has always been a 
constant demand for hous¬ 


ing near the university cam¬ 
pus. 

“Our particular demand 
for student housing has 
never been affected by the 
city’s vacancy rate even in 
times there was a lot of va¬ 
cancies in the city. Demand 
has been very, very high,” 
said Doug Dawson, execu¬ 
tive director of ancillary 
services with the university.

Edmontonian Lindsay Fitcher 
opted for a mortgage instead 
of monthly rent payments. 

“Right now, to rent and 
buy it is basically the same 
thing,” said Fitcher, who re¬ 
cently inked a deal to pur¬ 
chase a new home and will be 
paying less in mortgage than 
she was in rent. 

Local real-estate market¬ 
ing expert Sara MacLennan 
explained that, like Fitcher, 
people are looking to buy 
as the city’s average price of 
rent continues to rise and the 
vacancy rate continues to de¬ 
crease. 

“Mortgage rates are histor¬ 
ically low, although they are 
higher than they were at the 
beginning of the year. There 
is a high demand for homes 
in Edmonton,” she explained. 

MacLennan said while the 
demand is there, homebuy- 
ers are being more conscious 
when purchasing a property 
than during the 2007 boom. 

“If the right house comes

on the market, then they 
will jump. They aren’t buy¬ 
ing something for the sake of 
buying something,” she said. 

The city’s chief economist 
John Rose said, thanks to sig¬ 
nificant population growth 
over the last several years, 
the availability for vacant 
properties is at an all-time 
low. 

“Typically, when people 
move into an area their in¬ 
itial initiative is to move 
into rental property,” he ex¬ 
plained 

“That obviously is having 
upward pressure on rent,” 
Rose added, noting rents in 
the city have been increasing 
by roughly five per cent each 
year. “On the other side of 
the market place, the hous¬ 
ing market, price increases 
have been very modest.”

Edmonton doctor Rashad Chin 
said he was both tired and cold 
when he returned to Canada 
Dec. 9 after spending just over 
three weeks in the Philippines, 
but incredibly proud of what he 
had accomplished. 

Chin was one member of a 
Canadian Medical Assistance 
Team sent to the Leyte region 
to treat victims of Typhoon 
Haiyan — the natural disaster 
that left close to 6,000 dead. 

Based in Ormoc City, the 
team worked at a temporary 
field hospital along with a mo¬ 
bile clinic that travelled to re 
mote areas around Ormoc with 
no access to medical services. 

“I’ve developed a bit of a pas¬ 
sion for it,” Chin said about his 
work with CMAT. “I certainly 
enjoy what I do, working as a 
physician and helping people 
and that extends to helping 
people who are suffering from

a huge devastation.” 

Chin, who has also trav¬ 
elled with CMAT to Haiti and 
Pakistan, said that there are 
always things to learn from ex¬ 
periences abroad. 

“Eveiybody has their own 
health needs and their own 
disaster in a way when it 
comes to an episode,” he said. 

Teresa Berdusco, a regis¬ 
tered nurse who traveled with 
CMAT to the Philippines, said 
the team did their best to tri¬ 
age in the field with little med¬ 
ical equipment. 

“We used our brains and ex¬ 
perience,” she explained. “We 
rely so much on equipment (in 
Canada), where there we relied 
on intuition and gut and what 
you can see.” 

Chin and Berdusco were 
part of a 14-member team 
that left for the Philippines on 
Nov. 17.

Charges upgraded against 
speeder with kids in back seat 


Having two children in the 
back of a car while travelling at 
163 km/h has led to upgraded 
charges against a 30-year-old 
driver. 

Edmonton Police reviewed 
the incident from October, 
when they pulled over a driver 
who was driving erratically on 
Anthony Henday Drive near 87 


Avenue. 

Constable Dean Shwaga 
said it was the first time in his 
career he’s seen young children 
— in this case eight and nine — 
in the back of a speeding car. 

“It was a shock,” he said. 

At the time, the driver was 
charged with speeding and 
other traffic offences, but after 


reviewing the case with Crown 
prosecutors they felt it war¬ 
ranted an upgrade to charges 
of dangerous driving. 

“To have children in a 
vehicle that could be subjected 
to a crash is definitely discon¬ 
certing,” said Shwaga. 

Police have charged the 
driver with two counts of caus¬ 


ing a child to be in need of 
intervention under the Child, 
Youth and Family Enhance¬ 
ment Act. 

Shwaga said speeding on its 
own is not usually enough for 
police to lay dangerous driv¬ 
ing charges, but when there 
are added risk factors they will

Mario Kart and an exercise 
cycle are now being used by 
rehab patients as part of their 
recovery process at the Glen- 
rose Rehabilitation Hospital. 

Eva Elder, 12, has been 
using the Nintendo video 
game, part of the Wii game 
console that is attached to a 
stationaiy bike, to strengthen 
her left leg after surgeiy. Elder 
was bom with mild cerebral 
palsy. 

“It’s riding a bike and play¬ 
ing a game at the same time 
so it’s more fun than just go¬ 
ing out and riding a bike,” she 
said. 

Patients control the charac¬ 
ter in the video game by peda¬ 


ling and steering a small steer¬ 
ing wheel attached to the bike. 

The Virtual Bike was put 
together by NAH students and 
is being used at the hospital by 
youth with cerebral palsy and 
brain injuries. 

Adult and geriatric patients 
will soon start using the bike 
as well. 

“We have allowed the pa¬ 
tient to, through their peda¬ 
ling — which is their exercise 
and their therapy — control 
the game,” said Vickie But- 
tar, rehabilitation technology 
leader at the Glenrose. 

The hospital will also re¬ 
ceive new playground and ex¬ 


ercise areas by summer 2015 
thanks to a $600,000 donation 
from Unite Here local 47. 

The playground will al¬ 
low younger patients to play, 
which hospital officials say 
leads to further rehabilitation. 

“I really strive to have 
our families to understand 
that play is therapy, it’s just 
how you structure that,” 
said Dr. Lyn Sonnenberg, a 
neurodevelopmental pediatri¬ 
cian. 

Wider space in the play¬ 
ground as well as sensory ele¬ 
ments such as music will be 
added to accommodate a wide 
variety of patients.

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Putin defends conservative values 


State-of-the-nation 
address. Russian leader 
also warned those 
abroad seeking a military 
edge over the country 


On Thursday, president Vladi¬ 
mir Putin cast Russia as a de¬ 
fender of conservative values 
against the “genderless and in¬ 


fertile” Western tolerance that 
he said equates good and evil. 

Putin’s state-of-the-nation 
address also contained a strong 
warning to those abroad who 
he claimed were seeking a 
militaiy edge over Russia — a 
clear nod at the U.S. effort to de¬ 
velop long-range non-nuclear 
weapons that Russia sees as a 
threat to its nuclear deterrent. 

The president also an¬ 
nounced a sweeping crack¬ 


down on Russian offshore 
companies to bring billions of 
dollars home. Putin’s 70-minute 
speech marked a determined 
effort to burnish Russia’s im¬ 
age that has been dented by 
Western criticism of an anti-gay 
law which has stoked calls for a 
boycott of the Winter Olympics 
in Sochi, Putin’s pet project. 

“Many countries today are 
reviewing moral norms and 
erasing national traditions and 


distinctions between national¬ 
ities and cultures,” Putin said. 

“The society is now required 
to demonstrate not only the 
sensible recognition of eveiy- 
one’s right to freedom of con¬ 
science, political outlook and 
private life, but also the manda- 
toiy recognition of the equiva¬ 
lence of good and evil, no mat¬ 
ter how odd that may seem.” 

Russia has insisted that a 
law banning “propaganda of 


non-traditional relations” does 
not discriminate against gays, 
but gay-rights groups say it has 
given a green light to harass¬ 
ment and intimidation. 

Without directly referring 
to the anti-gay law, Putin fo¬ 
cused on upholding traditional 
family values, which he said 
were the foundation of Russia’s 
greatness against “so-called 
tolerance — genderless and in¬ 
fertile.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Reporter 
serves mayor libel notice 


Mayor Rob Ford was slapped 
with a libel notice late Thurs¬ 
day for televised comments he 
made about a reporter, who 
said the remarks amounted to 
an accusation of pedophilia. 

Toronto Star reporter Daniel 
Dale would not comment on 
his suit that also names Vision 
TV, which aired the Ford inter¬ 
view, saying an article he wrote 
for his newspaper would have 
to stand. 

“Enough is enough. I can’t 
tolerate it. I won’t tolerate it,” 
Dale wrote. 


“I’m asking Ford to immedi¬ 
ately retract the false insinua¬ 
tion that I am a pedophile. I am 
also serving Vision TV, which 
twice broadcast Ford’s vile and 
defamatoiy remarks ... even 
though their interview was 
filmed days before it aired.” 

The notice also calls for Vi¬ 
sion TV to apologize. 

Ford said a day after the 
interview that he stood by 
“eveiy word.” 

He left city hall Thursday 
evening without saying any¬ 
thing. THE CANADIAN PRESS 



Kim Jong-un’s uncle 
executed by N. Korea 


Pyongyang. News 
report calls him 'a 
traitor to the nation' 
and ‘worse than a dog’ 


North Korea on Friday an¬ 
nounced the execution of 
Kim Jong-un’s uncle, calling 
the leader’s former mentor 
a traitor who tried to over¬ 
throw the state. 

The announcement came 
only days after Pyongyang an¬ 
nounced through state media 
that Jang Song Thaelc — long 
considered the country’s No. 
2 power — had been removed 
from all his posts because 
of allegations of corruption, 
drug use, gambling, woman¬ 
izing and leading a “dissolute 
and depraved life.” 

The state news agency 
KCNA said a tribunal exam¬ 
ined Jang’s crimes, including 
“attempting to overthrow the 


state by all sorts of intrigues 
and despicable methods with 
a wild ambition to grab the 
supreme power of our party 
and state.” 

Jang was seen as help¬ 
ing Kim Jong-un consolidate 
power after the death of his 
father, Kim Jong-il, two years 
ago. 

Jang was the latest and 
most significant in a series of 
personnel reshuffles that Kim 
has conducted in an apparent 
effort to bolster his power. 

Some analysts see the 
purge as a sign of Kim Jong- 
un’s growing confidence, 
but there has also been fear 
in Seoul that the removal of 
such an important part of the 
North’s government — seen 
by outsiders as the leading 
supporter of Chinese-style 
economic reforms — could 
create dangerous instability 
or lead to a miscalculation or 
attack on the South.

Being an 

‘incorrigible rogue’ 
no longer illegal 

England’s repeat rascals can 
breathe a little easier to¬ 
night. Being an “incorrigible 
rogue” is no longer against 
the law. 

Britain’s Ministiy of 


Justice said that the old- 
fashioned-sounding offence, 
created in the early 19th 
centuiy, was one of more 
than 300 obsolete offences 
which had been scrapped 
over the past year. 

The 1824 Vagrancy Act 
was aimed at the punish¬ 
ment of “idle and disor¬ 
derly persons,” “rogues,” 
and “vagabonds.” It defined 
an “incorrigible rogue” as 


a homeless person who 
violently resisted arrest. 

Many such laws have 
been heavily amended since 
or slipped into obsolescence 
as they were replaced by 
newer legislation. The 
government publishes an 
annual account of new and 
expired offences. Thursday’s 
report said that 309 old ones 
were scrapped and 327 were 
added, the associated press

Ruthann Malmgren, now of 
Rockyford, Alta., had also 
been looking for Ed Thorne 
on behalf of her mother, 
Mary Rosa LaMarche, who 
years earlier had given him 
up for adoption. 

LaMarche had been Dief- 



enbalcer’s housekeeper in 
Prince Albert, Sasic., in the 
late 1930s, Malmgren said. 


At the time, Diefenbalcer 
was having marital difficul¬ 
ties, according to a biog¬ 
raphy of his first wife. His 
eye apparently rested on his 
housekeeper. 

In 1938, LaMarche fell 
pregnant and was promptly 
sent to Bethany Home in 
Saskatoon. Little John was 
born in Februaiy 1939. His 
birth certificate did not list 
a father. 

Malmgren, 70, remem¬ 
bers her dad would say the 


baby was Diefenbalcer’s. 

He would be angry his wife 
wore a locket with photos of 
herself and the infant. 

The baby, John Eric 
LaMarche, was adopted and 
renamed Edward Thorne. 

Malmgren tracked 
Thorne down to Kamloops 
and, through him, con¬ 
nected with Stan Goertzen 
around 2003. She told him 
his biological father, Ed 
Thorne, was Diefenbalcer’s

‘Childless’ 
Diefenbaker 
sired 2 boys? 


Brothers’ quest to 
uncover their roots. 
Labyrinthine tale of 
adoptions, broken and 
reconstituted families 


Twice-married former prime 
minister John Diefenbaker 
— always believed to have 
been childless — may have 
fathered not one but two 
sons, leaving progeny scat¬ 
tered across the countiy, 
The Canadian Press has 
learned. 

About 10 years ago, three 
Goertzen siblings began 
searching for their biological 
father, Ed Thorne, who had 
split from their mom four 
decades earlier. 

Stan Goertzen, 52, found 
Thorne in Kamloops, B.C. He 
made a startling discoveiy — 
that Thome, who died soon 
after, had been adopted and 
renamed. His name at birth 
was John Eric LaMarche, and 
his mother was Diefenbalcer’s 
housekeeper Mary Rosa La¬ 
Marche. 

However, the youngest 
Goertzen brother, Lawrence, 


long had doubts about wheth¬ 
er Thorne really was his bio¬ 
logical father. 

Enter George Dryden, 45, 
who grew up in a Toronto 
family of privilege only to dis¬ 
cover a few years ago that the 
man who raised him — prom¬ 
inent federal Liberal Gordon 
Diyden — was not his father. 

That revelation prompted 
Dryden to go on a well-pub¬ 
licized quest to confirm long¬ 
time family whispers: that he 
was the product of an affair 
between his mother, Mary 
Lou Diyden, and Diefenbaker, 
a known confidante. 

Diyden, who bears a 
strong resemblance to the for¬ 
mer Conservative prime min¬ 
ister, believes previous gen¬ 
etic matching with a known 
Diefenbaker relative proved 
the family connection. 

Lawrence Goertzen, 48, 
contacted George Diyden and 
they both sent body samples 
to a DNA lab, together with 
Stan Goertzen. The result this 
month stunned them. “We’re 
talking about 99.99 per cent 
probability that they are relat¬ 
ed,” said Kyle Tsui at Toronto- 
based Accu-Metrics, which did 
the tests, the Canadian press

He added that he was once hos¬ 
pitalized in a mental health fa¬ 
cility for more than a year and 
a half. 

The statements by Jantjie 
also raise serious security issues 
for Obama, other heads of state 
and United Nations Secretaiy- 
General Ban Ki-moon who 
stood next to Jantjie as they 
made speeches at FNB Stadium 
in Soweto, Johannesburg’s 
famed black township. 

A South African deputy Cab¬ 
inet minister, Hendrietta Bo-

A medical expert with Uni¬ 
versity College London cau¬ 
tioned that Jantjie’s unusual 
sign language didn’t look like it 
was caused by schizophrenia or 
another psychosis.

J.R.R. Tolkien 
fans will surely geek 
out on the latest 
installment but one of 
the Reel Guys couldn’t 
care less about the film 


Richard: Mark, despite the 
sense of mild confusion I felt 
as I tried to piece the stoiy 
together, I really enjoyed The 
Hobbit: The Desolation of 
Smaug. It took a lot of baclc- 
stoiy to get to the fifth film 
based on Middle-earth and its 
inhabitants and it will help 
if you know your Shire from 
your Sauron or your Skin 
Changers. 

But having said that, Peter 
Jackson has crafted a great ac¬ 
tion adventure with the same 


consistency of tone, style and 
spirit that runs through the 
LOTR and Hobbit movies. 
They feel like stoiy shards 
chipped off the same block. 

Mark: Richard, there are 
two kinds of people in this 
world — those who admire 
and enjoy the work of J.R.R. 
Tolkien, and those who are 
repelled by his neo-medieval, 
Druidic nonsense. 

You can guess which camp 
I fall into. I sat through the 
Rings trilogy under great dur¬ 
ess, and skipped the first Hob¬ 
bit entirely. So the only ques¬ 
tion was how much I would 
loathe this picture. The good 
news is: not that much. True, 
the entire movie and every¬ 
one in it needs a haircut, but 
the set pieces worked, espe¬ 
cially the barrel escape down 
the river and the entire drag¬ 
on sequence. But the movie 


felt so long I could have flown 
to Tokyo for dinner and got¬ 
ten back in time for the end 
credits. 

RC: I think fans will find the 
length just about right... non¬ 
fans, maybe not so much. This 
one worked for me. There’s 
a Richard Attenborough old 
school epicness about it. It is 
about good and evil without 
troubling nuance or anti- 
heroes. 

Perhaps because English¬ 
man Tolkien penned these ac¬ 
tion adventure stories during 
the Second World War when 
evil was clear-cut, his books 
are ripe with allegoiy but 
straightforward in their ap¬ 
proach to morality and good 
vs. evil. 

MB: A good point, but maybe 
it’s precisely that serious, 
hectoring tone that always 


turned me off. Evangeline 
Lilly, on the other hand, did 
not turn me off — quite the 
opposite. 

She really holds the screen 
even if her ears need cosmet¬ 
ic surgeiy. But the ending — 
a cliffhanging cheat, if you 
ask me — elicited a collective 
groan from the audience and 
made the experience feel in¬ 
complete. Did you like the 
dark look of the picture? 

RC: I did like the look. It’s 
darker in tone than the 
Hobbit books for sure, but I 
thought it suited Peter Jack¬ 
son’s take on the stoiy. I also 
liked the Walking Dead style 
battle scenes — lots of arrows 
in heads. 

MB: I kept hoping for some¬ 
one to show up with a gun 
and put them all out of my 
miseiy.

Awards season is officially here, 
thanks to the announcements 
of the Golden Globe nomina¬ 
tions, and the best word to de¬ 
scribe this year’s crop is crowd¬ 
ed. So crowded, in fact, that 
some heavy hitters have been 
almost left out. 

Steve McQueen’s 12 Years a 
Slave is still considered the lead 
favourite, with nominations 
for the film itself, director Mc¬ 
Queen, stars Chiwetel Ejiofor, 
Michael Fassbender and Lupita 
Nyong’o, screenwriter John 
Ridley and composer Hans Zim¬ 
mer. 

But with such a crowded 
year it’s easy for votes to get 
split. At least McQueen doesn’t 
have to wony about David 0. 
Russell’s nomination-heavy 


American Hustle until the Os¬ 
cars, as the Hollywood Foreign 
Press (HFPA) have placed it in 
the musical or comedy categoiy 
(see sidebar). 

Though it earned several 
nominations earlier in the 
week from the Screen Actors 
Guild, Lee Daniels’ the Butler 
didn’t garner a mention — 


not even for Oprah Winfrey, 
despite the HFPA’s starstruclc 
reputation. And while Martin 
Scorsese’s Wolf of Wall Street 
nabbed nominations for the 
film and star Leonardo Di- 
Caprio, it didn’t make the cut 
in any other major categoiy. 
Sony, Scorsese. 

Ejiofor, Idris Elba and Julia 


Louis-Dreyfus will be pulling 
double duty come the night of 
the awards, with nominations 
in both the film and television 
categories. And ceremony co¬ 
host Amy Poehler might have 
to take a break to make an ac¬ 
ceptance speech, as she’s up for 
her work on Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion. 


But what’s most note¬ 
worthy about the television 
nominations is what and 
who didn’t get nominated. 
The HFPA obviously didn’t 
respond to the most recent 
season of Mad Men, as the 
series didn’t score a single 
nod. Neither did HBO’s Game 
of Thrones or Showtime’s 


That’s not funny! 


The HFPA is earning more 
than the usual amount of 
criticism this year for its 
musical or comedy film 
categories not really hon¬ 
ouring musicals or comedy. 
Some of the films filling 
the top category — best 
picture musical or comedy 
(American Hustle, Her, 
Inside Llewyn Davis, Neb¬ 
raska and The Wolf of Wall 
Street) shouldn’t really be 
considered comedies, critics 
are arguing. Producers have 
been criticized in the past 
for positioning serious fare 
in the comedy category to 
increase a film’s chances. 


Homeland. And while Down- 
ton Abbey earned a nomina¬ 
tion for the series itself, none 
of the cast — not even Maggie 
Smith — warranted a men¬ 
tion. 

The Golden Globes will be 
awarded during a televised 
ceremony Jan. 12, four days be¬ 
fore the Academy Awards nom¬ 
inations are announced.

There’s a stack of magazines sit¬ 
ting on the coffee table of Will 
Ferrell’s suite at Toronto’s Carl- 
ton-Ritz and as we settle down 
to chat in the plush chairs, the 
glossy one on top grabs his 
attention. He picks it up and 
flourishes his hand across its 
cover — a picture of a panda 
munching on a bamboo shoot. 

“How apropos that there’s 
a panda on the cover of this 
magazine, which was the big 
stoiy in the first Anchorman. 
The panda stoiy,” he reminis¬ 
ces. “It’s too bad they’re almost 
extinct now. But let’s not talk 
about that.” 

Indeed. Time is of the es¬ 
sence and Ferrell’s got a few 
more upbeat things to wax 
about — like Anchorman 2 and 
his whirlwind promotion tour. 
Prior to touching down in To¬ 
ronto earlier this month, he’d 
pulled a few Ron Burgundy 
stunts — co-anchoring a local 
newscast in Bismarck, N.D., 


and co-hosting the Roar of the 
Rings curling tournament in 
Winnipeg. But it’s all a labour 
of love for Ferrell, who together 
with his co-writer Adam Mc¬ 
Kay, once swore they’d never 
do sequels — a claim with an 
asterisk for one special movie. 
“We would always have this 
sidebar conversation where it 
was ‘well, if we ever were to do 
a sequel one day, it would prob¬ 
ably be Anchorman,”’ he says. 

The original Anchorman 
reached almost cult-like 
status when it came out on 
DVD nearly 10 years ago. For 
a time, its jokes were fodder 
for eveiy armchair comic. 
“People just started falling in 
love with this movie on a dif¬ 
ferent level after repeat view¬ 
ings,” says Ferrell. 

In Anchorman 2, Ron Bur¬ 
gundy and his reunited crew 
(Paul Rudd, Steve Carell, David 
Koechner) face a new decade - 
the ’80s - with new challenges: 
a 24-hour cable news channel 
and - gasp — a female African 
American boss. In terms of joke 
density, Anchorman 2 packs in 
as many as the first and even 
more cameos. Kanye West, Will 
Smith, Amy Poehler, Tina Fey, 
Liam Neeson and Harrison Ford 
are just a fraction of the big 
names in the film. 

“That’s the love people have 
for Anchorman. We kept hear-

ing from people and had them 
reaching out to us.” 

Ferrell says they even set 
their sights on Brad Pitt, who 
he wanted to play Ron Bur¬ 
gundy’s pretty boy nemesis 
— anchor Jack Lime — but 
when Pitt declined, Ferrell 
and McKay brought in James 
Marsden. “We just did an in¬ 
formal read-through of the 
script to see how jokes were 
playing and Marsden read 
that part and we were like 
‘he’s the guy,”’ he says. 

Ferrell adds the film- 
making felt more like a re¬ 
union party. “Just being back 
in our outfits, eveiyone felt 
really sentimental and it was 
like, ‘wow, we’re actually go¬ 
ing to do this again.’” 

“It’s cliche sounding but I 
don’t know if I’ve worked more 
closely with any cast, the way 
we get along and how we have 
this shared sense of letting each 
other be funny all at the same 
time and there’s no real compe¬ 
tition. That’s rare.”

Just before our chat with 
Saving Mr. Banks star Emma 
Thompson, the British ac¬ 
tress had wowed a press 
conference audience with 
a rather athletic entrance, 
vaulting herself over the 
dais — legs lifting high over 
the table — to get to her 
seat. The display was a far 
cry from P.L. Travers, her 
terse on-screen alter ego in 
Banks. But then there’s a lot 
Thompson and Travers don’t 
have in common. 

Before we start, I wanted 
to commend you on a fan¬ 
tastic entrance to the press 
conference. 

Essentially what you have to 
understand is that spiritu¬ 
ally I always carry a bladder 
on a stick and wear a cap 
and bells. I must, I think, in 
a past life been some sort 
of court jester. Because I 
seem to make it my aim in 
life to get a laugh. Any way 
you can. 

And may I say, you’re quite 
limber. I don’t know that I 
could’ve managed that. 

You can always go down 
and have a go later. 

I found it a bit distracting 


in this film that you’re far 
too young for the part. 

Well, I’m not far too young. 
I’m 54 and she was 66 at the 
time. I also think I look very 
old — suitably and properly 
old. Travers herself liked to 
divide a woman’s life into 
three main parts: nymph, 


mother and crone. So I said, 
“Why don’t we just play 
her on that cusp between 
mother and crone?” There’s 
still a kind of Eros, an erotic 
possibility for her, but you 
can see that it’s never going 
to happen because she’s 
too closed up. I think that’s 


more interesting because 
you can see the possibil¬ 
ity there, and you’re not 
playing a crotchety old lady 
— who is rather more easy, 
because of the way that our 
world works, to dismiss. 

What are your thoughts on 


that simplified trio of life 
stages? 

I kind of like it. I think 
it’s interesting, you know, 
with the seven ages of man 
being another format, if 
you like, for thinking about 
the stages of our lives. And 
I personally think every¬ 


thing is always happening 
at once, if you see what I 
mean. I think that we carry 
it with us all the time, so 
you don’t necessarily leave 
anything behind. It’s all 
coming with you. 

You’ve mentioned a prob¬ 
lem with trying to find 
heroic historical female 
characters to look to. How 
do we fix that? 

There are many things you 
can do. There’s two ques¬ 
tions: What is heroism? Is 
it action? Does it have to be 
action-based? As I started to 
[work] in cinema I realized 
that I would identify with 
Marlon Brando because 
he was the one getting to 
do things and that women 
seemed to be the ones 
saying, “No, don’t do that 
brave thing, stay here with 
me,” I started to get very 
frustrated with that. And 
I remain frustrated with 
that because it’s still a very 
common trope. I turned 
down role after role after 
role in my 30s which were 
the wife going, “No please! 
Why don’t you think of us? 
Think of the children!” That 
sort of milksop, marshmal- 
low-y stuff that wasn’t even 
allowed to be inhabited in 
any real way. But the prob¬ 
lem with female heroism 
is not one that’s very easy 
to answer because if the 
actions are going to be the 
same as the male hero, then 
what do you do? You stick a 
gun in their hands. What’s 
the point of that? It’s the 
same old, same old. It’s a 
real conundrum.

Add spinach, 1/2 tea¬ 
spoon salt, fennel, lemon zest, 
nutmeg and 1/8 teaspoon black 
pepper.

3 . Arrange remaining thighs 
on cutting board, skin side up. 
Carefully pull back skin, leav¬ 
ing attached on one end. Div¬ 
ide ground chicken and spin¬ 
ach mixture evenly between 
6 thighs, spreading it evenly. 
Stretch skin back over filling 
on each thigh. Arrange stuffed 
thighs on plate, cover with plas¬ 


tic wrap and chill for at least 1 
hour and up to overnight. 

4 . When ready to cook, heat 
the oven to 400 F. In oven-safe 
skillet over medium-high, heat 
the oil. Season chicken skin 
lightly with salt and pepper, 
then add the chicken to the 
skillet, skin side down. Cook 
until skin is golden brown, 
then use tongs to turn thighs 
skin side up. Place skillet in the 
oven and roast for 25 minutes, 
or until the thighs reach 160 F. 

5 . Remove skillet from the 
oven and cover with foil. Let 
rest 5 minutes before transfer¬ 
ring each thigh to serving plate.

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Gift baskets can 
teach spirit of giving 


Michael Smith wants his chil¬ 
dren to understand that the 
Christmas season is about 
using their time and talent to 
bring joy to others. 

The Canadian chef has 
been assembling baskets of 
mainly foodie gifts to give to 
close family members and 
friends for about a decade, 
and putting them together 
has evolved into an activity 
that he and his children enjoy 
together. 

“I think the spirit of these 
baskets is teaching your kids 
that giving is more import¬ 
ant than receiving,” he said 
in a telephone interview from 
Fortune, P.E.I. “I know that’s 
where the whole idea started 
for me was years ago, just 
frustrated with all the stuff 
flowing one way into the 
house for the kids and not 
necessarily feeling like they 
were engaged with the giv¬ 
ing side of things and really 
trying to figure out a way for 
them to create a tradition.” 

Making a basket for some¬ 
one you care about is personal 
and perhaps easier in some 
ways than braving the shops. 
It can be tailored to the per¬ 
son and your economic situa¬ 
tion and need not be expen¬ 
sive. 

Smith puts six to eight 
items in each basket and 
makes up about 25 of them 
for close friends and family, 
then delivers them just before 
Christmas. 

“Anybody can go out and 
spend 100 bucks and buy 
some fancy new cookbook or 
something for your kitchen 
or some nameless whatever, 
some anonymous sort of gift 
— maybe it’s special, maybe 
it’s well thought out, but you 
know what I mean,” he said. 

“There’s nothing more 
precious than giving your 
time, than giving your talent.” 

Smith will be seen as a

premiering on Food Network 
Canada Jan. 2, and currently 
hosts the instructional cook¬ 
ing series Chef Michael’s 
Kitchen. He has also hosted 
The Inn Chef, Chef at Home, 
Chef at Large and Chef 
Abroad, so it’s not surprising 
that his baskets take on a food 
theme, but he says they can 
be tailored to the interests of 
the giver or recipient. 

Each basket always con¬ 
tains a handmade ornament 
created by him and his chil¬ 
dren. Gabe, 11, and Ariella, 5, 
play an active role, and Smith 
expects one-year-old Camille 
will take part in the future. 

They often use different 
coloured clays and bake them 
into shapes, such as snow¬ 
men, wreaths or Christmas 
trees. Last year it was a small 
box gift-wrapped with rib¬ 
bons. 

“We know we have friends 
who can look at their tree 
and see six, seven, eight years 
worth of ornaments that the 
kids have made for them. It’s 
pretty cool.” 

“I also like to include 
what I call the foodie find,” 
says Smith, who led the team 
of chefs that cooked at the 
Whistler athletes village dur¬ 
ing the 2010 Vancouver Olym¬ 
pic Games and helped make 
the Canada Summer Games 
athletes village a junk-food- 
free zone. 

“Over the run of the year 
I run into a lot of really 
cool food items and some 
of them really stick out and 
are so good that I really feel 
like sharing them with my 
friends.” 

This year he has chosen 
Cherry Lane concentrated 
tart cherry juice from On¬ 
tario’s Niagara region. A per¬ 
sonalized dark chocolate bar 
sprinkled with sea salt and 
nicknamed The Islander is a 
nod to Smith’s role as food 
ambassador for P.E.I. will be 
included. 

“And then outside the 
world of food I like to do a 
gag gift in there every year, 
something silly. This year it’s 
actually going to be candy in¬ 
sects. We found earlier this 
year a company that sells five 
different cans of canned in¬ 
sect protein, like a can full of 
crickets sort of thing. Totally 
edible, totally legit.” 

For anyone contemplating 
making up gift baskets, Smith 
recommends visiting a craft 
store for inexpensive baskets, 
fun labels and other decora¬ 
tions. 

“Keep it simple and really

If you are thinking about 
giving a pet to someone this 
holiday season, it’s best if it 
isn’t a surprise.

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Two years ago, Ginger and Scott McClel¬ 
land decided to see if they could make 
Christmas a little bit more about giving 
than receiving. After going through a 
Gifts of Hope catalogue they had received 
in the mail, the Ottawa couple chose baby 
chicks to give to all of their grandchil¬ 
dren.

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Head coach of women’s 
national team resigns 


Hockey. Dan Church 
says there wasn’t 
confidence in him 
leading the squad to 
another Olympic gold 


“This decision came upon us in the last few hours 
and we’re going to react as quickly as possible.” 

Hockey Canada’s chief operating officer Scott Smith 


Dan Church abruptly stepped 
down as head coach of the 
Canadian women’s hockey 
team saying he felt others 
lacked confidence in his abil¬ 
ity to win a gold medal at the 
Winter Olympics. 

Church resigned from the 
job Thursday less than two 
months before the opening 
ceremonies of the Winter 


Games in Sochi, Russia. 

“If there isn’t confidence 
in what I’m doing, I need to 
step aside and let the team 
move on,” Church told The 
Canadian Press in a phone 
interview. “I’m heartbroken, 
to be honest, about the whole 
situation.” 

He did not specify whether 
it was players or Hockey Can¬ 
ada management who ques¬ 
tioned his competence. 


“Just discussions I’d had 
over the last few days made 
that apparent, in some meet¬ 
ings I’d had with leadership,” 
Church said. “I think it was 
just difference of opinion on 
the direction we were headed. 

“In the end, I just decided 
if I’m getting in the way of 
where the team needs to go, 
I need to step aside and let 
them continue on in the pro¬ 
cess.” 


The move was a bombshell 
as the 21-player Olympic team 
was expected to be announced 
before the end of December. 
The Canadian women will at¬ 
tempt to win a fourth straight 
gold medal in Sochi after vic¬ 
tories in 2002, 2006 and 2010. 

Canada is coming off a loss 
in the final of this year’s world 
championship to the U.S. 

The Canadian women have 
been training full time in Cal¬ 
gary since August in prepara¬ 
tion for the Olympics. Canada 
was riding a three-game win¬ 
ning streak against archrival 
U.S. heading into Thursday 
night’s game between the two 
countries in Calgaiy.

The Bills aren’t impressed 
with the NFL schedule-maker, 
who is being blamed for pro¬ 
viding Buffalo’s opponents 
with too many breaks — the 
extended kind. 

The Bills’ slate this season 
has them facing a league-high 
six teams coming off either 
bye weeks or nine-day lay¬ 
offs. That includes the New 
York Jets twice, as well as Buf¬ 
falo’s opponent on Sunday: 
Jacksonville (4-9) has been off 
since Dec. 5. 

Coach Doug Marrone 
called that a disadvantage 
because “the one thing that 
helps you the most is rest.” 

Bills president Russ Bran¬ 
don has expressed his con¬ 
cerns to the NFL. 

“We certainly have talked

to the league about this 
because it’s a little bit dis¬ 
appointing,” Brandon said 
during his weekly radio show 
on Buffalo’s WGR-AM last 
month. 

The Bills couldn’t even en¬ 


tirely take advantage of their 
own bye week on Nov. 24. 

They returned the fol¬ 
lowing week to face Atlanta, 
which was coming off a 
nine-day rest. And the warm- 
weather Falcons, who won 
34-31 in overtime, also bene¬ 
fited from getting to play 
indoors in the Bills’ annual 
“home” game in Toronto, and 
avoid the wintiy conditions 
in Buffalo. 

The Bills (4-9) are 2-3 so far 
in games against teams that 
have enjoyed extended rests. 
And they were 1-3 last year, 
the first season in which the 
NFL instituted a rule to have 
each of its 32 teams play on 
Thursday. 

The overall NFL results, 
however, have been mixed, 
failing to entirely support the 
Bills’ claim of the more-rest¬ 
ed opponent getting an edge. 
Since the start of 2012, teams 
facing rested opponents have 
gone a combined 62-64-2, ac¬ 
cording to STATS.
